SUBJECT: Waiver of Unit Stop Loss for Mobilization

1. The Cormmanding Genera! has received authority from the TAG to grant exceptions to the
unit-based Stop Loss imposed on mobilizing units upon receipt of their alert notice JAW Army
Stop Loss Message 03-001 dated 211500ZNOV02Z and NGB-ARH memo dated 31 DEC 02,
Subject: Delegation of Authority. This authority applies to the period from receipt of Alert
Natice to Mobilization Day (M-Day), and from Release From Active Duty (REFRAD) day to
REFRAD +90 days; it does not include soldiers presently mobilized, nor does it apply to MOS-
based Stop Losses. This memorandum provides the administrative procedure for requesting such
waivers and the CG’s intent in considering them.

7 Commander’s Intent: waiver of Unit Stop Loss will be aranted only under the most
exceptional circumstances. [ssues covered by FORSCOM Reg 500-3-3 Table 2-1 will generally
not be considered adequate grounds for a waiver. Note i particular that claims of personal
hardship are already covered in FR 500-3-3 Tablc 2- 1 Criterion 30.

3. Administrative: soldiers requesting such a waiver must submit a written request along with -
appropriate supporting documentation. This request must be endorsed through the chain of
command and received by this Headguarters NLT seven days prior to M-Day. If the Alert was
received less than seven days prior to M-Day, the endorsed written request must be received
prior to M-Day. Commanders cannot delegate signature authority for these requests.
Company/Troop/Battery, Battalion/Squadron or Brigade commander disapproval does not stop
the request; all requests will be forwarded to Division.
